Some thirtv or forty years ag there
stood in the Lug Meadows, near Mor-
ton, a little uortb of Hereford, Eng-
land, two very large oaks, about a
hundred yards apart. Tney were
massive and lofty trees, and known
bv the names of "Adam and Eye."
Tbey had, however, suflered greatly
from storms, and lost many Drancnes,
and were perfectly hollow. During a
violent storm, "Adam" was com-
pletely blown down, and lay for some
years after in the meadow. "Eve,"
too, lost ner top, and tne woo:e 01 ner
remaining branches, leaving nothing
but ber immeuse hoiio.w trunk. Tuis
trunk now meAures twenty-fiv-e feet
aud eight inches in circumference, at
five fret from tbe ground, and thirteen
persons are said to have taken tea
within it; twenty-on- e grown sheep,
too, have been counted as tbey came
out of it.

When the Shrewsbury and Hereford
railway was made, the, line included
"Eve" in its boundrie, and iu hol-

low hole was at onea appropriated as
a residence by aa economical navy.
The top was evenly sloped off aud
thatched, as it still remains; a brick
fire-pla- was built in a low opening
on the outside, with a chimney be-

side it, a door was fitted to the east
side, and tbns it was converted iut a
"family tenement, compact and con-
venient." For manv months after
the line was opened for public traffic,
this hollow bole actually formed the
only residence of the station master.
It tnen became the lamp room, and
was used for this purpose for fourteen
yesrs. "Eve" has now been dead for
five years, aud since 1869 ber noble
hole has been converted into a stable
for a donkey.

city hail crowded toiether on the
quays, tha bridges, and the frozen
river, to have even a distant sight of
tbe impressive ceremonial.

A'l day Saturday and yesterday
large crowds of persons visited the rate
residence of the well-kno- Irish
giaut, James Murphy, Jr., No. 151,
South Chester street, whose death on
Priday morning last was noticed.
Murphy was seven feet, nine inches
in height in his stocking feet, and
when 111 vool health weighed 350
pounds. Ha was thirty-thre- e years of
aire last September, aud was unmar-
ried. Born in Waterford, Ireland, he
emigrated to tbis country with bis pa-
rents Iu the summer of 1869. and a
short time after he travtded over the
country in connect ou with Bironm's
exhibition and several others.
